tion Grade Stenographers of the Department of Parliamentary Affairs 
who have rendered not less than ten years’ approved service in that 
Grade and have worked as Section Officer for at least a period of 
two years and the remaining fifty per cent of the vacancies shall 
ordinarily he flljed by transfer or deputation of suitable officers be- 
longing to Indian Administrative Service, Central Srvlce Class I or 
State Services Class I; 

Provided that an officer of the Selection Grade of the Stenographers who 
has not worked as Section Officer for the period of two years shall

— The following draft of certain rules which the Central Govern- 
ment proposes to make in exercise oi the powers conferred by section 36 of the 
Insecticides Act, 1968 (46 of 1968), and after consultation with the Central Insecti- 
cides Board is hereby published, as required by sub-section (1) of the said sec- 
tion, for the information of all persons likely to be affected thereby, and notice 
is hereby given that the said draft will be taken into consideration on or after 
the 31st of May, 1971. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from any person in res- 
pect of the said draft before the date so specified will be taken into consideration 
by the Central Government. 

Draft Rules 
CHAPTER I 

Preliminary 

1. Short title. — These rules may be called the Insecticides Rules, 1971. 

2. Definitions, — In these rules, unless the context otherwise requires: — 

(a) “Act” means the Insecticides Act, 1968 (46 of 1968); 

(b) “Chairman” means the Chairman of the Board; 

(c) “Director” means the Director of the Laboratory; 

(d) “Form" means a form set out in the First Schedule; 

(e) “Laboratory” means the Central Insecticides Laboratory; 

(f) “Schedule” means a Schedule annexed to these rules; 

(g) “Secretary” means the Secretary of the Board; 

(h) “Section” means a section of the Act. 

CHAPTER II 

Functions of the Board, Registration Committee and Laboratory 

3. Fun: lions of the Board. — The Board shall, in addition to the functions 
assigned to it by the Act, carry out the following functions, namely: 

(a) advise the Central Government on the issue of licences to the manufac- 

ture of insecticides under the Industries (Development and Regula- 
tion) Act, 1951 (65 of 1951); 

(b) specify the uses or classification of insecticides on the basis of their 

toxicity or for being suitable for arial application; 

(c) assign tolerance limits for various insecticides, residues and to esta- 

blish minimum intervals between the application of insecticides and 
harvest in respect of various commodities; 

(d) specify the sheif-life of insecticides; 

(e) suggest colourisation, including the dyestuff which may be mixed with 

concentrates of insecticides, particularly those of highly toxic nature; 

(f) carry out such other functions as are supplemental, incidental or con- 

sequential, to any of the functions conferred by the Act or these rules. 

4. Functions of Registration Committee.— The Registration Committee shall 
perform the following functions, namely; 

(al specify the precautions to be taken against poisoning through the use 
or handling of insecticides; 

(b) carry out such other incidental or consequential matters necessary for 
carrying out the functions assigned to it under the Act or these rules. 

5. Functions of Laboratory. — The functions of the Laboratory shall bo as 
follows:— 
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(1) to analy.se such samples of insecticides sent to it under the Act by any 

officer or authority authorised by the Central Government and sub- 
mission of certificates of analysis to the concerned authority; 

(2) to analyse such samples of food and feed for insecticide residues; 

(3) to carry out such investigations as may be necessary for the purpose 

of fixing standards of insecticides and their tolerance limits; 

(4) to determine the toxicity of insecticides; and 

(5) to carry out such other functions as may be entrusted to it by the 

Central Government or by a State Government with the permission 
of the Central Government and after consultation with the Board. 

CHAPTER III 
Registration of Insecticides 

6. Manner of registration. — (1) An application for the registration of an in- 
s«cticide under the Act shall be made in Form I. 

(2) An application form duly filled together with a treasury ehallan evidenc- 
ing the payment of registration fees of rupees one hundred shall be sent to the 
Registration Committee, Insecticides Act, Department of Agriculture. Govern- 
ment of India, New Delhi. 

(3) The registration fees payable shall be deposited under the head f ‘L II- 
Miscellaneous”. 

(4) The certificate of registration shall be In Form II and shall be subject to 
such conditions as are mentioned therein. 

7. Appeal. — (l) An appeal against any decision of the Registration Committee 
under section 9 shall be preferred in writing to the Central Government in the 
Department of Agriculture. 

(2) The appeal shall be m writing and shall set out concisely and under dis- 
tinct heads the grounds on which the appeal is preferred. 

13) Every appeal shall be accompanied by a treasury ehallan evidencing the 
payment ni a tee of rupees ten and a copy of the decision appealed against. 

(1) The fees payable for preferring an appeal shall be deposited under the 
heed “ L II-Miscellaneous”. 

8. Manner of publication of refusal to register or cancellation of the certificate 

of registration. — A copy of the notification published in the official Gazette under 
section 28 refusing to register rn insecticide or cancelling the certificate of regis- 
tration, if any, granted in respect thereof shall also be published in any two 
English newspapers which have circulation in a substantial part of India and in 
any of the journals published by the Department of Agriculture. 

CHAPTER IV 
Grant of Licences 

7. Licences to manufacture Insecticide'. — (1) Application for the grant or 
renewal ot a licence to manufacture any insecticides shall be made in Form III 
or Form IV, as the case may be, to the licensing officer and shall be accompanied 
by a fee of rupees fifty for every insecticide for which Ihe licence is applied, sub- 
ject to a maximum of rupees five hundred. 

(2) If an insecticide is proposed to be manufactured at more than one place, 
separate applications shall be made and separate licences shall be issued in res- 
pect of every such place. 

(3) A licence to manufacture insecticides shall be in Form V and shall be 
subject to the conditions mentioned therein, 

(4) A licensing officer may. after giving reasonable opportunity of being heard 
to the applicant, refuse to grant any licence, and on such refusal, the fee paid 
shall be refunded to the applicant. 
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(5) A fee of rupees five shall be paid for a duplicate copy of a licence issued 
under this rule, if the original is defaced, damaged or lost, 

10. Licences for sale, etc. of insecticides — (1) Applications for the grant or 
renewal of a licence to sell, stock or exhibit for sale or distribute insecticides 
shall be made in Form VI or Form VII, as the case may be, to the licensing officer 
and shall be accompanied by the fees specified in sub-rule (2). 

(2) The fees payable under sub- rule (1) for the grant of a renewal of a certi- 
ficate shall be rupees twenty for every insecticide for which the licence is applied, 
subject to a maximum of rupees three hundred. 

(3) If any insecticide is proposed to be sold or stocked for sale at more than 
one place, separate applications shall be made and separate licences shall be 
issued in respect of every such place. 

(4) A licence to sell, stock or exhibit for sale or distribute insecticides shall 
be in Form VIII and shall be subject to the conditions specified therein, 

(5) a licensing officer may, after giving a-n opportunity of being heard in the 
applicant, refuse to grant any licence and on such refusal, the fees paid shall be 
refunded to the applicant, 

(6) A fee of rupees five shall be payable for a duplicate copy of a licence issu- 
ed under this rule if the original Is defaced, damaged or lost. 

11. Duration of licences.— (I) Any licence issued under this Chapter shall, 
unless sooner suspended or cancelled, be in force for a period of two years from 
the date of issue or from the date of renewal. 

(2) An application for the renewal of a licence shall be made before its 
expiry and If such application is made within one month of its expiry, a penalty 
of rupees twenty shall be paid along with the application for renewal. 

(3) The licence shall continue to be in force until it is renewed or refused, or 
where an appeal is preferred under section 17, until the disposal of the appeal, 
■and shall be deemed to have expired if the application for renewal Is not made 
within a month after Its expiry. 

(4) A licensing officer may after giving an opportunity of being heard refuse 
to renew the licence and on such refusal the fee paid for such renewal and the 
penalty, if any, paid shall be refunded to the applicant, 

12. Conditions of licence. — (1) Subject to such conditions as are contained in 
the licence, a licence shall not be granted to any person under this Chapter 
unless the licensing officer is satisfied that the premises in respect of which 
licence is to be granted are adequate and equipped with proper storage accommo- 
dation for avoiding any hazards and for preserving the properties of insecticides 
in respect of which the licence Is granted. 

(2) In granting a licence, the licensing officer shall have regard, among other 
things to: 

(1) the number of licences granted in the locality during any year; and 
(ii) the occupation, trade or business carried on toy the applicant, 

13. Varying or amending a licence, — The licensing officer may either on an 
■ application made by the licensee or if he is satisfied that the conditions under 
which a licence has been granted under this Chapter have been changed that it 
is necessary so to do, vary or amend a licence, after giving an opportunity of 
being heard to the person holding the licence. 

14. Transfer of licence. — (1) The holder of a licence may, at any time, before 
the expiry of the licence, apply for permission to transfer the licence to any other 
person. 

(2) The application under sub-rule (1) shall be accompanied by a fee of rupees 
five. 

(3) The licensing officer may, after such Inquiry as he thinks fit, accord per- 
mission to transfer the licence and on such permission being given an endorse- 
ment to that effect shall be made in the licence. 

(4) If the permission to transfer a licence is refused, the fee paid therefor 
-.shall be refunded to the applicant. 
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15. Procedure on death or disability of licencee. — (1) If any person in whose 
name a licence has been issued under this Chapter dies or is incapable 
of carrying on the business for which, the said licence is given, his legal repre- 
sentative or any other person interested in carrying on the business may apply 
to the licensing officer for the transfer of the licence in his name. 

(2) If an application is made under sub-rule (1) for the transfer of a licence, 
it shall be lawful for the applicant to curry on the business of the licensee 
until it is refused by the licensing officer. 

CHAPTER V 

Packing and labelling 

16. Prohibition of sale or distribution unless packed and labelled.— -No person 
shall stock or exhibit for sale or distribute any insecticide unless it is packed 
and labelled in accordance with the provisions of these rules. 

17. Packing of insecticides.— (1) Every package containing an insecticide shall 
be of a type approved by the Registration Committee and a sample container in 
which the insecticide is proposed to be packed shall either accompany the 
application for registration or shall Ibe supplied to the Registration Committee 
separately. 

(2) Every container of an insecticide containing substances that may cause 
fire shall be of non- combustible and durable material. 

(3) Insecticides which are likely to be affected by light shall be packed only 
in opaque containers. 

(4) Insecticides containing volatile active substances shall be packed in dura- 
ble well-cloued and sufficiently sturdy containers. 

18. Leaflet to be contained In a package. — The packing of every insecticide 
shall include a leaflet containing the following details, namely; — 

(a) the plant disease, insects and noxious animals or weeds for which the 

Insecticide is to be applied, the adequate direction concerning the 
manner in which the insecticide is to be used at the time of appli- 
cation; 

(b) particulars regarding chemicals harmful to human beings, animals 

and wild life, warning and cautionary statements including the 
syptoms of poisoning, suitable and adequate safety measures 
and emergency first-aid treatment where necessary; 

i(c) esutione regarding storage and application of insecticides with suitable 
warnings relating to inflammable, explosive or other substances 
harmful to the skin; 

(d) instructions concerning the decontamination or safe disposal of used 
containers; 

.(e) if the insecticide belongs to Category 1 (Extremely toxic), an antidote 
statement shall also be included in the leaflet. 

(f) If the insecticide is irritating to the skin, nose, throat, or eyes, a state- 
ment shall be included to that effect. 

19. Manner of labelling, — (1) The following particulars shall be either print- 
ed or written in indelible ink on the label of the innermost container of any 
Insecticide and on every other covering in which the container is packed: — 

(1) Name of the insecticide. 

(Brand name or trade mark under which the insecticide is sold). 

(2) Registration number of the insecticide, 

(3) Kind and name of active and other ingredients and percentage of each. 

(Common name accepted by the International Standards Organisa- 
tion or the Indian Standards Institution of each of the ingredients 
•shall be given and if no common name exists, the correct chemical 
name which conforms most closely with the generally accepted 
rules of chemical nomenclature shall be given). 
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(4) Net content or volume. 

(The net content shall be exclusive of wrapper or other material. 
The correct statement of the net content in terms of weight, mea- 
sure, number or units of activity, as the case may be, shall be 
given. The weight and volume shall Ibe expressed in the metric 
system) . 

(5) Date of manufacture with batch number, 

(6) Effective date. 

(7) Name of manufacturer. 

(If the manufacturer is not the person in whose name the insecti- 
cide is registered under the Act, the relationship between the person 
in whose name the insecticide has been registered and the person 
who manufactures, packs or distributes or sells shall be stated). 

(8) Guarantee. 

(2) The Ipbel shall be so glued to the container that it shall not be removed. 

(3) The [abel shall contain in a prominent place and occupying lot less than 
one-sixteenth of the total area of the face of the label, a square, set at an angle 
of 45 degree (diamond shape). The dimension of the said square shall depend 
on the size of the package on which the label is to be affixed. The said square 
shall be divided into two equal triangles ; the upper portion shall contain the 
symbol and warning statements specified in sub-rule (4) and the lower portion 
shall contain the colour specified in sub-rule(6). 

(4) The upper portion of the square, referred to in sub-rule (4) shall con- 
tain the following symbols and warning statements, — 

(1) insecticides belonging to Category I (Extremely toxic) 
shall contain the following symbol and warning statements: — 

(a) a skull and cross-bones and the word “POISON" printed in red; 

(b) the statement "KEEP OUT OF THE REACH OF CHILDREN”; 

(c) the statement that “IF SWALLOWED, OR IF SYMPTOMS OF 
POISONING OCCUR, CALL PHYSICAN IMMEDIATELY; 

(ii) insecticides in Category II (Highly toxic) will contain the word 
“POISON” and the statement “KEEP OUT OF THE REACH OF 
CHILDREN”; 

(ill) insecticides in Category III (Moderately toxic) shall bear the word 
“DANGER” and the statement ‘KEEP OUT OF THE REACH OF 
CHILDREN”; 

(iv) insecticides in Category IV (Slightly toxic) shall bear the word 
“CAUTION”. 

(5) The lower portion of the square referred to in sub-rule (4) shall contain 
the colour specified in column(3) of the Table below, depending on the classi- 
fication of the insecticides specified in the corresponding entry in column (1> 
of the said Table.

( 6 ) In addition to the precautions to be undertaken under sub-rules (3), (4) 
and (5), the label to be affixed in the packages containing insecticides which 
are highly inflammable shall Indicate that it is inflammable or that the insecti- 
cides should be kept away from heat or open flame and the like. 

(7) The label and the leaflets to be affixed or attached to the package con- 
taining insecticides shall be printed in Hindi, English and in one or two regional 
languages in use in the areas where the said packages are likely tQ be stocked, 
sold or distributed. 

( 8 ; Labelling of insecticides must not bear any unwarranted claims for the 
safety of the product or its ingredients. This includes statements such as 'SAFE’. 
‘NON POISONOUS’. ‘NON INJURIOUS’ or ‘HARMLESS’ with or without such 
qualified phrase as ‘‘when used as directed”. 

20. Prohibition against altering inscriptions, etc. on containers, labels or 
wrappers of Insecticides. — No person shall alter, obliterate or deface any inscrip- 
tion or mark made or recorded by the manufacturer on the container, label 
or wrapper of any insecticide;. — 

Provided that nothing in this rule shall apply to any alteration of any 
inscription or mark, made on the container, label or wrapper of 
any insecticide at the instance, direction or permission of the Regis- 
tration Committee, 


CHAPTER VI 

Insecticide Analysts and Insecticide Inspectors 

21. Qualifications of Insecticide Analyst A person shall be eligible for appoint- 

ment as an Insecticide Analyst under the Act only if he possesses the following 
qualifications, namely: — 

(a) a graduate in Agriculture or a graduate in Science with Chemistry aa 
special subject; and 

(b) adequate training In analysing insecticides in a recognised Laboratory. 

22. Powers of Insecticide Analyst. — The Insecticide Analyst shall have the power 
to call for such information or particu’ars or do anything as may be necessary 
for the proper examination of the samples sent to him by either from the Insecti- 
cide Inspector or the person from whom the sample was obtained. 

23. Duties of Insecticide Analyst.— ( 1 ) The Insecticide Analyst shall cause to 
be analysed or test such samples of Insecticides as may be sent to him by the 
Insecticide Inspector under the provisions of the Act and shall furnish reports or 
results of such tests or analysis, 

(2) An Insecticide Analyst shall. Irom time to time, forward to the State 
Government reports giving the result of analytical work and research with a view 
to their publication at the discretion of the Government. 

24. Procedure on receipt of sample.— (1) On receipt of a package from an In- 
secticide Inspector containing a sample for test or analysis, the Insecticide Analyst 
shall compare the seals on the packet with the specimen impression received sepa- 
rately and shall note the condition ol the seals on the packet. 

(2) In making the test or analysis of insecticides, it shall be sufficient if the 
Insecticide Analyst follows the methods of examination of samples adopted by the 
Indian Standards Institution or published in the scientific journals and technical 
bulletins. The samples should be analysed in such a way as to determine whether 
the ingredients as stated on the label are present and whether the products contain 
anv adulterated stuff. If necessary, laboratory or field tests shall be made to 
determine the effectiveness of the insecticides as contained in the label. 

(3) After the test or analysis has been carried out under sub-rule (2), the In- 
secticide Analyst shall forthwith supply to the Insecticide Inspector a report In 
triplicate in Form IX of the result or test or analysis. 

25. Fees payable for testing or analysis. — (1) The fees payable for testing or 
analysing insecticides under the Act shall be as specified in the Second Schedule. 

(2) No fee shall be charged for routine tests or rechecking of samples carried 
out at the instance of the Insecticide Inspector. 
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26. Qualifications of Insecticide Inspector.— A person shall be eligible for 
appointment as an Insecticide Inspector under the Act only if he possesses the 
following qualifications, namely: — 

(a) graduate In Agriculture, anrl 

(b) adequate field experience. 

27. Duties of Insecticide Inspector.— The Insecticide Inspector shall have the 
following duties, namely: — 

(1) to inspect not less than three times in a year establishments selling 

Insecticides within the area of his jurisdiction; 

(2) to satisfy himself that the conditions of licence are being observed; 

(3) to procure and send for test and analysis, if necessary, samples of In- 

secticide which he has reason to suspect are being sold, stocked or 
accepted for sale in contravention of the provisions of the Act or 
rules thereunder; 

(4) to Investigate any complaint in writing which may be made to him; 

(5) to institute prosecutions in respect of breaches of the Act and the rules 

made thereunder; 

(6) to maintain a record of all inspections made $nd action taken by him in 

the performance of his duties including the taking of samples and the 
seizure of stocks and to submit copies of such record to the licensing 
officer; 

(7) to make such inquiries and inspections as may be necessary to detect the 

sale of insecticides in contravention of the Act. 

28. Duties of Inspectors specially authorised to Inspect manufacture of insecti- 
cides.— It shall be the duty of an Inspector authorised to inspect the manufacture 
of insecticides — 

(1) to inspect not less than twice a year all premises licensed for the manu- 

facture of Insecticides within the area of his jurisdiction and to satisfy 
himself that the conditions of the licence and the provisions of the 
Act or the rules made thereunder are being observed; 

(2) to send forthwith to the licensing officer after each inspection, a detailed 

report Indicating the conditions of the licence and the provisions of 
the Act or rules made thereunder which are being observed and the 
conditions and provisions, if any, which are not being observed; 

(3) to draw samples of insecticides manufactured on the premises and send 

them for test or analysis in accordance with these rules; 

(4) to report to the Government all occurrences of poisoning. 

29. Prohibition of disclosure of information. — Except for the purpose of official 
business or when required by a court of law, an Insecticide Inspector shall not 
disclose to any person any Information acquired by him in the performance of his 
official duties. 

30. Form of order not to dispose of stock. — An order by the Insecticide Inspec- 
tor requiring a person not to dispose of any stock In his possession shad be in 
Form X. 

31. Prohibition of sale, — No person in possession of an insecticides in respect 
of which an Insecticide Inspector has made an order under rule 30 shall, in con- 
travention of that order, sell or otherwise dispose of any stock of such Insecticide. 

32. Form of receipt for seized insecticides. — A receipt by an Inspector for the 
stock of any insecticide seized shall be In Form XI. 

33. Form of Intimation for purpose of taking samples. — Where an Inspector 

takes a sample of an insecticide for the purpose of test or analysis he shall intimate 
such purpose in writing in Form XII to the person from whom he takes it, 

34. Despatch of samples for test or analysis.— (1) Samples for test or analysis 
under the Act shall be sent by registered post or by hand in a sealed packet 
together with a memorandum in Form XIII in an outer cover addressed to the In- 
secticide Analyst. 
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(2) The packet as well as the outer cover shall be marked with a distinct 
mark. 

(3) A copy of the memorandum in Form XIII together with a specimen im- 
pression of the seal used enclosing the packet under sub-rule (1) shall be sent 
separately By registered post or- by hand to the in .ucticide Analyst. 

CHAPTER Vll 

Transport and storage of insecticides in transit by rail, road or water. 

35. Manner of packing storage while in transit by rail, — (1) Packages con- 

taining insecticides, offered for transport by rail, shall be packed in accordance 
with the conditions specified in the Red Tariff, issued by the Ministry of Rail- 
ways. I j 

(2) No insecticide shall be transported or stored in such a way as to come 
into direct contact with foodstuffs or animal feeds. 

(3) No foodstuffs or animal feeds which got mixed up with insecticides as a 
result of any damage to the packages containing insecticides during transport 
or storage shall be released to the consigncss unless it has been examined for 
possible contamination by competent authorities. 

(4) If any insecticides is found to have leaked out in transport or storage, 
it shall bo the responsibility of the transport agency or the storage owner to 
take such measures urgently to prevent poisoning and pollution of soil or water, 
if any. 

36. Conditions to be specified for storage of insecticides. — (1) The packages 
containing insecticides shall be stored in separate rooms or premises away from 
the rooms or premises used for storing other articles. 

(2) The rooms or premises meant for storing insecticides shall be well-built, 
dry, well-lit and ventilated and of sufficient dimension. The floors shall be smooth 
and the walls shall be plastered or tiled or oil-painted so as to avoid boles, cracks 
or crevices in such floors and walls. 


CHAPTER VIII 

Provisions regarding protective clothing, equipment and other facilities for 
workers during manufacture, etc., of iusectlcides. 

37. Medical Examination. — (1) The persons who will be engaged in the work 
of handling insecticides during its manufacture, formulation, transport, distribu- 
tion or application, shall be examined medically before their employment and 
periodically while in service by a competent physician who is aware of the risks 
to which such workers will be exp-osed. 

(2) Any person showing symptoms of poisoning shall be immediately examined 
and given proper treatment. 


33, First-aid measures. — In all cases of poisoning first-aid treatment shall always 
be given before the physician is called. The Indian Standards Guide for han dlin g 
cases of pesticide poisoning— fart I First Aid Measures, ‘IS, 4015 (Part I)— 1967] 
and Part II Symptoms, diagnosis and treat [I.S. 4015 (Part II) — 1007] shall 
be consulted lor such first-aid treatment in addition to any other books on the 
subject. The workers also should be educated regarding the effects of poisoning 
and the first-aid treatment to be given. 


39. Protective clothing— (1) It shall be compulsory for persons handling In- 
secticides to wear protective clothing during its manufacture, formulation, trans- 
port, distribution or application. 

(2) The protective clothing shall be used wherever necessary, in conjunction 
with respiratory devices as laid down in rule 40. 

(3) The protective clothing shall be made of materials which prevent or resist 
the penetration of any form o' insecticide formulations. The materials shall also 
be washable so that the toxic dements may be removed after each use. 
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(4) A complete suit of protective clothing shall consist of the following dresses, 
namely: — 

(a) protective outer garment/overalls/hood/hat; 

(b) rubber gloves extending half-way upto the fore-arm, made of materials 

impermeable to liquids; 

(c) dust-proof goggles; 

(d) boots. 

40. Respiratory devices. — For preventing inhalation of toxic dusts, vapours or 
gases, the workers shall use any of the following types of respirators or gass masks 
suitable for the purpose. In no case shall the concentrates of insecticides In the 
air where the Insecticides are mixed exceed the maximum permissible values; — 

(a) Chemical-Cartridge respirator; 

(b) Supplied-Air respirator; 

(c) Demand flow type respirator; 

(d) Full-face or half-face gas masks conster. 

41. Manufacturers, etc., to keep sufficient quantities of antidotes and first-aid 
medicines. — The manufacturers, distributors and commercial pest control opera- 
tors shall keep sufficient stocks of such first-aid tools, equipment, antidotes, in- 
jections and medicines as may be required to treat poisoning cases aiising from 
Inhalation, skin contamination, eye contamination and swallowing. 

42. Training of workers. — The manufacturers, distributors and commercial pest 
control operators shall arrange for suitable training in observing safely precau- 
tions and handling safety equipment provided to them. 

43. Aerial spraying operations. — The aerial application of insecticides shall be 
subject to the following provisions, namely; —

(b) the operators shall use only approved insecticides and their formulations 

at approved concentration and height; 

(c) washing, decontamination and first-aid facilities shall be provided by 

the operators; 

<d) all aerial operations shall be notified to the public not less than twenty- 
four hours In advance through competent authorities; 

(e) animals and persons not connected with the operations shall be prevent- 
ed from entering such areas for a specified period; and 

<f) the pilots shall undergo specialised training including clinical effects of 
the insecticides. 

44. Disposal of used packages, surplus materials and washing of Insecticides, — 

( 1 ) It shall be the duty of manufacturers, formulators or commerical pest control 
operators to dispose packages or surplus materials and washing m a safe manner 
so ns to prevent environmental and water pollution, 

(2) The used packages shall not be left outside to prevent their re-use. 

(3) The packages shall be broken arid buried at least 45 cm, deep in sandy 
soils. 


CHAPTER IX 

Miscellaneous 

45. Places at which the insecticides may be imported.— No insecticides shall be 
Imported into India except through one of the following places, namely: 

Ferozepore Cantonment and Amritsar railway stations— in respect of insec- 
ticides imported by rail across the frontier with West Pakistan.

G.S.R, 568. — In exercise of the powers conferred by section 57 o'f the 
Mines Act, 1952 (35 of 1952), the Central Government hereby makes, after previous 
publication and after referring a draft thereof to Ihe Mining Boards constituted 
under the said Act. and after Riving such Boards, a reasonable opportunity of re- 
porting as to the expediency of making the proposed amendments and as to the 
suitability thereof, as required by sub-sections (1) and (4) of section 59 of the 
said Act the following Regulation^ further to amend the Coal Mines Regulations, 
1957, namely: — 

1. These regulations may be called the Coal Mines (Amendment) Regulations, 
1971. 

2, In regulation 2 of the Coal Mines Regulations, 1957 (hereinafter referred to 
as the said regulations) — 

(i) for clause (3) the following clause shall be substituted, namely: — 

"(3) ‘Auxiliary fan’ means a forcing or an exhausting fan used below- 
ground wholly or mainly for ventilating one or more faces forming 
part of a ventilating district.” 
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(ii) after clause (4) the following clause shall be Inserted, namely: — 

"(4A) “Booster fan” means a mechanical ventilator used belowground for 
boosting the whole current of air passing along the intake or return 
airway of a mine or ventilating district.” 

(iii) for clause (20), the following clause shall be substituted, namely:-— 

‘‘(20) “Official" means a person appointed in writing by the owner, agent 
or manager to perform duties of supervision in a mine or part there- 
of and includes an under manager or assistant manager, a ventilation 
officer, a safety officer, a sampling in charge, a dust in charge, an 
overman, a sirdar, am engineer and a surveyor.” 

3. For sub-regulation (2) of regulation 8 of the said regulations, the following 
sub-regulation shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(2) When any appointment is made of an agent, manager, engineer, sur- 
veyor, ventilation officer, safety officer, under manager or assistant 
manager or when the employment of any such person Is terminated 
or any such person leaves the said employment, or when any change 
occurs In the address of any agent or manager, the owner, agent or 
manager shall, within seven days from the date of such appointment, 
termination or charge, give to the Chief Inspector of Mines and the 
Regional Inspector a notice in Form I.” 

4- In sub-regulation (2) of regulation 12 of the said regulations after clause 
(i), the following clause shall be inserted, namely: — 

"(j) Certificate of Competency to check safety lamps (In these regulations 
referred to as a Lamp-checker’s Certificate)”. 

5. In regulation 20 of the said regulations — 

(1) in sub-regulation (1) after clause (1) the following clause shall be in- 
serted, namely: — 

“(j) in the case of an examination for a Lamp-checker’s Certificate . . . .2"; 

(li) in clause (a) of sub-regulation (2), for the words “Shotfirer’s or a 
Gas-testing Certificate’, the words "Shot-firer’s, Gas-testing or 
Lamp-chcokcr’s Certificate" shall be substituted. 

6. In regulation 24 of the said regulations, for the words "Shot-firer'a or Gas- 
testing Certificate”, the words "Shot-firer’s Gas-testing or Lamp-checker’s Certi- 
ficate” shall be substituted. 

7. For regulation 20 of the said regulations, the following regulation shall be 
substituted, namely: — 

“20. Suspension of an Overman’s, Sirdar’s Engine-driver’s Shot firer’s or Gas- 
testing or Lamp-checker's Certificate. — (1) If the Regional Inspector is of opinion 
that the holder of an overman’s. Sirdar’s. Engine-driver’s, Shotflrer’s Gas-te3ting 
or Lamp-checker’s Certificate Is incompetent or is guilty of negligence or miscon- 
duct In the performance of his duties, he may hold an enquiry to determine whether 
or not such person (hereinafter referred to as the delinquent) Is fit to continue 
to hold such certificate. During such enquiry he shall record- 

fa) any evidence that the delinquent may like to give; 

(b) the evidence of any witness that the delinquent may like to produce; 

(c) the evidence of the Manager of the mine; and 

(d) any other evidence that may be considered necessary or relevant by the 

Regional Inspector. 

Unless the delinquent fails to be present in spite of sufficient notice, the evidence 
aforesaid shall be recorded In the presence of the delinquent and he shall be 
given a reasonable opportunity to cross-examine the witnesses (other than those 
produced by him). The Regional Inspector also may cross-examine the delinquent 
and the witnesses produced by him. 

(2) If as a result of the enquiry the Regional Inspector is of the opinion that 
the delinquent Is not fit to hold the certificate, he shall within fifteen days from 
the date of the conclusion of his enquiry, submit a report to the Chairman of the 
Board together with his findings, the notes of evidence recorded during the enquiry 
and other relevant records. After considering such report, evidence and records, 
the Chairman may, without any further reference to the Board suspend the certi- 
ficate of the delinquent for a period not exceeding three months and his decision 
shall be final. 
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(3) Where the Chairman is of the opinion that the suspension of the Certificate 
for a period exceeding three months or its cancellation Is called for, he shall 
recommend to the Board accordingly together with the findings of the Regional 
Inspector, the notes of evidence and other relevant records. A copy of such 
communication addressed to the Board together with the copies of the notes of 
evidence and the findings of the Regional Inspector shad also be sent to the 
delinquent who mav submit his written representation within thirty days from 
the date of receipt of such copies. 

(4) The Board may, after considering the evidence and other records and 
the written representation, if any, submitted by the delinquent, either increase 
the periad of suspension or cancel the certificate as it deems fit and its decision 
shall be final. 

(5) Where a certificate is suspended or cancelled under this regulation, the 
Chairman of the Board may call for such certificate and make suitable endorse- 
ment thereon.” 


8 . In regulation 27 of the said regulations, 

(i) in sub-regulation (1), after the word “Shotfierer’s" the word “Lamp- 
checker’s” shall be inserted. 

(ii) sub-regulation ( 2 ). shall be omitted. 

9. For regulation 35 of the said regulations, the following regulation shall he 
substituted, namely:— 

“35. Appointment of surveyors . — ( 1 ) At every mine, one or more persons not 
less than 23 years of age and holding a Surveyor’s Certificate shall he appointed 
to be the Surveyor for carrying out the surveys and levellings and for preparing 
the plans and sections required under the Act or the regulations, or orders made 
thereunder. 

( 2 ) No person shall be appointed as a Surveyor of more than one mine or in 
any other capacity in the same mine, without the previous permission in writing 
*f the Regional Inspector and subject to such conditions as specified therein. The 
Regional Inspector may at any time by an order in writing, revoke such, permis- 
sion: 

Provided that such permission may be granted only when the average monthly 
output of the mine docs not exceed 2,500 tonnes. 


(3) (a) The number of surveyors required to be appointed shall be on the 
following scale:

Provided that for calculating the output of the mine only half the output 
■obtained from the deplllarlng operations or from the opencast workings shall be 
taken into consideration. 

(b) Notwithstanding anything contained in this regulation the Regional Inspec- 
tor may by an order In writing and subject to such conditions as he may specify 
therein, permit or require the appointment of surveyors in variation of these 
provisions. 

(4) If a mine has more than one surveyor each shall carry the duties and the 
responsibilities of the surveyor for the part or section of the mine to be assigned 
In writing by owner, agent or manager: 


Provided that the owner, agent or manager shall appoint one of the Surveyors 
to he responsible for the preparation and maintenance of the plans required to 
be prepared and maintained under these regulations. 
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10, For clause (b) of sub-regulation (7) of regulation 38 of the said regulations, 
the following clause shall be substituted, namely: — 

"(b) No person unless qualified for the purpose shall try to examine or examine 
for the presence of inflammable gas and during every such examina- 
tion particular attention shall be paid to check the presence of in- 
flammable gas in a layer near the roof.’’ 

11. After regulation 41 of the said regulations, the following regulation shall 
be Inserted, namely: — - 

"41. Duties of Safety Officers — (1) The duties ot the Safety Officer shall be: 


(a) (i) to visit surface and underground parts of the mine with a view to 
meeting the workers on the spot to talk to them on matters of safety, 
inviting suggestions thereon; 

(ii) to take charge of the newly recruited staff and show them around the 
mine pointing out the safe and unsafe acts during the course of 
their work in the mine; 


(b) (I) to Investigate all types of accidents and incidents in the mine including 
minor accidents; to analyse the same with a view to pinpointing the 
nature and common cause of accidents in the mine; 

(11) to maintain detailed statistics about mine accidents and to analyse the 
same with a view to pinpointing the nature and common causes of 
the accidents in the mine; 

(ill) to study and apprise themapager of all possible sources of danger Buch 
as inundation, Are, coal dust and others; 


(c) (i) to hold safety classes and give safety talks and lectures to the members 
of the supervisory staff; 


(ii) to organise safety weeks and other safety education and propaganda 
in mine; 

(d) to see that all concerned mine employees are fully conversant with various 

standing orders (such as those relating to stoppage of mine mechanical 
ventilators and to the occurrence of a fire or other emergency in the 
mine) and Systematic Timbering Rules; 

(e) to provide assistance in the formulation of programme for training at 

the mine level; including vocational training, training in gas-testing, 
and training in First Aid; 

(i) to report to the manager as a result of his visits to the various parts 
of the mine, as to whether the provisions of the Mines Act, Regula- 
tions and Rules made thereunder are being complied with in the 
mine; 

(a) to promote safety practices generally and to lend active support to all 
measures intended for furthering the cause of safety in the mine; and 


(h) to assist the manager in any other matter relating to safety in the mine. 

(2) If any duties other than those specified above are assigned to the Safety 
Officer by the manager, a written notice thereof shall be sent to the Regional 
Inspector within three days of such assignment. 

(3) The Safety Officer shall maintain in a bound paged book a detailed record 
of the work performed by him every day.” 

12, After regulation 42 of the said regulations the following regulation shall 
be Inserted, namely:— 

“42 A. Duties uf Ventilution Officer.—The Ventilation Officer rhall— 


(a) 


(1) ensure the observances of all regulations and orders concerning ventila- 
tion, gas and coal dust including dust suppression and shall advise 
the manager If any alteration is required in the ventilation system 
to ensure adequacy of ventilation in compliance with the regula- 
tions or orders; 

(ii) advise the manager on day to day problems of ventilation, gas and 
coal dust;

(iil) maintain close liaison with the under-managers and other supervisory 
stall, and assist them in their day-to-day ventilation problems;

(ii) take such steps as are necessary to ensure compliance w<th the ventila- 
tion standards required In terms of these regulations or otherwise; 

(c) (i) check the speed of the main mechanical ventilator, amperage drawn by 

Its electric motor, and fan drift water gauge at least once in a day. 
Any unusual change in the water gauge shall be investigated by him 
and reported to the manager; 

(il) determine the efficiency of the main mechanical ventilator once at least 
in every three months and get the fan blades and the fan drift cleaned 
when necessary; 

(Hi) ensure that copies of standing orders in the event of stoppage of the 
main mechanical ventilator are posted at conspicuous places at the 
mine, and see that the persons concerned understand the instructions 
contained therein; 

(d) ensure the correct sitting and installation of auxiliary and 1 ooster fans

<e) examine at frequent intervals all ventilation appliances like doors, 
brattices, air crossings, regulators, stoppings, booster and auxiliary 
Ians, ventilation ductings and other devices of ventilation control in 
the mine and report any detect in the same to the manager He shall 
take necessary steps to stop any leakage through such devices and 
see that the ventilation appliances are maintained in good order; 

<f) see that sufficient quantity of pood air is coursed into all working places 
and reaches all other workings below ground. For this purpose, he 
shall, as may be required by regulations, otherwise — 

(i) sae that the ventilation stoppings and brattices etc. are constructed as 

per specifications and are kept extended sufficiently; 

(11) see that measurements of air quantity, temperature and humidity are 
regularly token as prescribed and bring up-to-date the entries on the 
checkboards provided at each air measurement station; 

(iil) determine the Ventilation Efficiency Quotient; 

(lv) see that mine air samples are properly rol’ecied at the appointed time 
and place, and analysed within four clays of taking theieof; end 

(v) make observations for inflammable gas; 

(g) (i) maintain separate tracing of the ventilation, rescue, stone dusting and 
the dust sampling plans and bring them up-to-date; 

(ii) bring to the notice of the surveyor any changes in the ventilation by stem 

or ventilation appliances and shall see that all old markings on the 
ventilation and rescue plans are corrected and new ventilation cir- 
cuits are shown forthwith; 

^h) regularly check the barometer provided at the mine. Any unusual 
change In the barometer pressure shall be reported by him to the 
manager; 

<i) take care of the instruments and apparatus used by him or placed 
under his charge for the discharge of his duties; 

<j) be conversant with the wider practical aspects of pit ventilation such 
as effects or leakage on the distribution of air in ventilation districts, 
varying rates of emission of methane and possibility of occurrence of 
gas outbursts, effects of approaching geological disturbances, methane 
layering and its removal, sealed oil' areas and effects of drop in 
barometric pressure etc. 

<k) regularly visit returns of working districts and old workings lrc'uding 
fire stoppings, if necessary, for symptoms of spontaneous heatings and 
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fire, report to the manager forthwith any such symptoms observed 
by him and shall himself take such steps as may be immediately 
necesary for the safety of the workers; 

(l) check the fire fighting measures and take necessary steps by regular 

rehearsals to ensure that all fire fighting equipments are maintained 
in working order and the concerned stall are fit and conversant with, 
their duties in the event of a fire in the mine; 

(m) (1) take necessary steps for proper cleaning treatment and suppression 

of coal dust in the mine and see that the arrangements for wet- 
cutting at the faces and water spraying at and within 90 metres of 
the working places are properly installed and function satisfactorily; 

(II) see that the stone dust barriers are correctly sited, properly constructed 

and maintained In accordance with the statutory requirements or 
otherwise; and bring the entries on the check boards up to late from 
time to time; 

(III) see that samples of mine roadway dust and of airborne dust samples 

(if required by the manager) are regularly taken in the prescribed 
manner; 

(n) collect air samples from sealed off areas, exhaust gases from diesel 

vehicles and from such pther places as may be required by the 
manager; 

(o) see that all records and reports re’atlng to ventilation and coal dust are 

kept up-to-date and entries are made regularly in the chcckboards 
for ventilation and stone dust barriers: 

Provided that nothing contained above shall exempt the manager, assistant 
manager, surveyor, overman, sirdar or any other competent person 
concerned, from any corresponding duties and responsibilities pres- 
cribed for them In these regulations or any orders made thereunder;

(p) assist the manager In any matter relating to the ventilation of the mine.

“Provided further that detaching hooks used in sinking shafts shall be 
taken apart, cleaned and carefully examined once at least in every 
week and the shear pin replaced hy a new one every time such 
examination is carried out”. 

1 regulation 05 of the said regulations, the following regulation shall be 

Inserted, namely: — 

&5A. Roads for trucks and dumpers . — (1) All roads for ruckr, dumpers or 
other mobile machinery shall be maintained in such condition as to be lit for 

their use. 

(2) Except with the express permission of the Chief Inspector in writing and 
subject to such conditions as he may specify therein no road shall have a gradient 
steeper than 1 In 14 at any place.” 

18. After regulation 100 of the said regulations, the following regulation 
shall be Inserted, namely: — 

“100 A. Extraction of coal by method other than the Bord and Pillar system.— 
Where in any mine or part therof it is proposed to extract coal by a system other 
than the bord and pll’ar system, the owner, agent or manager shall give notice 
in writing of the proposed system of working to the Chief Inspector and the 
Regional Inspector in Form III of the Third Schedule and no such system shall be 
commenced or carried out except with the permission in wriLing and In accordance 
with such conditions as the Chief Inspector may specify by an order in writing.”

stoppings built In entranes which are to be kept open for ventilation or haulage 
suitable doors or openings may be left and bricks and other suitable materials 
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shall be kept readily available in their vicinity. Shale or other carbonaceous 
material shall not be used in the construction of Are darns or stoppings: 

(d) A panel shall be isolated by adequate stoppings as soon as it has been 
goaved out. 

(2) Sufficient material for dealing with Are shall be kept in readiness at suit- 
able places belowground for transport and use. A sufficient jjumber of persons 
shall be trained in the use of this material. 

(3) (a) In order that spontaneous heating Is detected in early stages, the air 
in the return airway of every depillaring district, and of every goaf which has not 
been isolated, shall be, 

(i) tested for percentage of carbon monoxide once at least in every seven 
days with an automatic detector of a type approved by the Chief 
Inspector; and 

(11) completely analysed once at least in every 30 days with a view to 
determining the ratio CO-formed/02 — absorbed. 

The result of every such lest shall be recorded In a bound paged book kept for 
the purpose and shall be signed and dated by the person carrying out the test. 

(b) If successive tests show any steady increase in the Co-formed/02— absorbed 
raho, suitable measures shall be taken to determine the site of the heating and 
to deal with It, 

(c) Every depillaring district shall be inspected on every Idle day, and all 
unused working which have not been sealed oil shall be Inspected once at least 
in every seven days, by a competent person for any tire risks. The isolation 
stopping built around interests. A report of every such inspection shall be re- 
corded in a bound paged book for the purpose, and shall be signed and dated by 
the person making the inspection.

(4) Where at any mine or part special conditions exist which make compliance 
with any of the provisions of this regulation not necessary or reasonably practi- 
cable, the Regional Inspector may, by an order in writing and subiecl to such 
conditions as ho may specify there) ti, grant a relaxation from the provision:

(i) be treated with fine incombustible dust in such manner and at such 
intervals as will ensure that the" dust on the iloor, rooi and sides 
and any supports shall always consist oi a mixture containing 
not less than 75 per cent of incombustible matter m ease of coal 
seams containing less than 30 per cent volatile matter (on dry 
ash free basis) and 85 per cent of incombustible matter in case 
of coal seams containing more than 30 per cent of such ’'olatile 
matter; or 

(li) be treated with water in such manner and at such intervals as will 
ensure that the dust on the iloor, roof and sides and on any 
supports is always combined with not less than 30 per cent by 
weight of water in intimate mixture; or 

(iii) be treated in such manner aB the Regional Inspector may approve 
by an order in writing.” 

(b) clause (c) shall be omitted; 

(iii) for sub-regulation (6), the following sub-regulation shall be substituted, 
namely: — ■ 

“(6) (a) The Incombustible dust used for the purpose of this sub-regulation 
shall be: — 

(i) such that it does not contain more than 5 per cent of free silica; 

(ii) of such fineness and character, that it is readily disper ;able Into the 

air and that, when used in places which a 'e not directly wetted by 
water from the strata it does not cake but is dispersed into the 
air. when blown upon with the mouth 01 by a suitob'c appliance; 
and 

(iii) as far as practicable light in colour. 

No such incombustible dust shall continue to be used if it is found by tests, 
which shall be carried out once at least in every three months, n jt to comply with 
the foregoing requirements; 

Provided that when the supply of Incombuslib e dust u.ed in a mine is not 
from a regular source, these tests shall be carried out whenever a fresh supply 
of incombustible dust is received. 


(b) Where any place or part of the mine Is to be treated with Incombustible 
dust: — 

(i) before treating with incombustible dust, all coal dust shall be cleaned, 

as far as practicable, from the root, sides, floor, props, cogs, bars, 
brattice cloth or any other object or place on which coal dust may 
deposit, and all dust so collected sha 1 be removed to the surface 
within 24 hours; 

(ii) incombustible dust shall be spread on the objects and places aforesaid in 

adequate quantity and at such intervals as may be necessary to en- 
sure compliance with the provisions of regulation 123(5) (z) , 

fill) the cleaning of coal dust and spreading of Incombusllble dust shall be 
carried out in the direction of the flow of the air; 


flv) a sufficient supply of incombustible dust shall be readily available at suit- 
(IV) a •™ l ^ acea P ^ J ' the mine , and any deficiency In the supply of dust under- 
ground shall immediately be brought to the notice of the manager; and 

(v) incombustible dust stacked at different places, and/or kept on pans or in 
dust barriers in the mine shall be changed whenever it is no longer 
readily dispersable or whenever it becomes coated with coal dust, such 
coal dust shall be removed.” 


22- After regulation 123 of the said regulations, the following regulations shall 
be inserted, namely: — 


“123A, Execution of measures for dust control. — (11(a) There shall be maintained 
at every mine having working belowground a dust plan on a scale having repre- 
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sentative factor of not less than 1/2400. The Just plan shall clearly show (by 
distinctive colours, code letters and/or numbers) the separate areas: — 

(I) which are naturally wet; 

(II) which require treatment with water Indicating the system of water pipe 

lines laid down for the purpose; and 

(ili) which require treatment with incombustible dust at such intervals of 24 
hours, 7 days, 14 days, 30 days or three months or other specified 
period as the case may be (The intervals aforesaid shall be based on 
the results of analysis of routine mine must samples collected from 
the areas concerned). 

(b) The areas aforesaid shall be clearly demarcated in the workings below 
ground by means of suitable notice boards or by other suitable means, 

(2) A daily record of the areas cleaned of coal dust and of the areas treated 
with incombustable dust or with water and the amount of incombustible dust used 
shall be maintained in a bound paged book kept for the purpose. Every entry in 
this book shall be signed and dated by the dust incharge, and countersigned by the 
manager or the ventilation officer. 

(3) The dust control measures aforesaid shall be carried out under the super- 
vision of a competent person holding a manager’s or overman’s certificate or a 
degree or dip'oma in mining or mining engineering from a university or institution 
approved by the Central Government for the purpose of proviso to Regulation 16(1). 
No duties with respect of sampling of dust under Regulation 123B shall be entrused 
to this person who mav be designated as the “Dust incrarge”, not. any other duties 
shall be entrusted to such person except with the previous permission of the Regional 
Inspector : 

Provided that in the case of a mine having an average monthly output of less 
than 5000 tonnes, the Dust-in-charge referred to in this regulation can act as the 
Sampling-in-charge referred to in regulation 123B. 

(4) The dust incharge shall also see: — ■ 

(a) that every part of the mine which, under these regulations, requires treat- 

ment with water, is thoroughly drenched or sprayed with water imme- 
diately before firing shots and also at Intervals during the working hours 
so as to strictly comply with the provisions of regulation 123 5(b) (ii); 

(b) that every part of the mine which, under these regulations can be 

treated with incombustible dust, is so treated as to strictly comply with 
the provisions of regulation 123 (5)(b)(i); and 

(c) that the arrangements for treating with water or incombustible dust as 

aforesaid are maintained in good order, 

123B. Check ov measures for dust control . — (1) For the purpose of ensuring 
adequate treatment of coal dust as required under regulation 123 systematic samples 
of mine dust shall be collected, tested and analysed at intervals and In the manner 
specified In th's regulation, 

(2) (a) Every return airway as lies within two hundred metres of the last work- 
ing face and every haulage, tramming or conveyor roadway which is not naturally 
wet throughout, shall be divided into zones not longer than one hundred and fifty 
metres each : — 

Provided that where In a mine some parts are being treated with water and 
others with incombustible dust the zones shall be so formed that in each zone only 
one system of treating coal dust is being followed. 


(b) Every one formed as aforasaid shall be divided into three equal sections, 
each not exceeding 50 metres in length, 

(3) (a) Every zone shall be given a distinct number and every section the code 
letters a b or c in a systematic manner. The zones and sections, with their numbers 
and code-letters, shall be clearly marked on a plan prepared on a scale having a 
representative factor of not less than 1/2400 hereinafter called the "sampling plan”. 
The sampling plan shall clearly show the areas of the mine that are naturally wet 
throughout 

(b) Every zone and section shall also be distinctly demarcated in the workings 
below-ground by means of suitable notice boards or oy other suitable means. 
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(4) (a) Representative samples of dust shall be collected once In every 30 days 
from every zone, and for this purpose samples may be collected front dllfereut 
sections a b or c in rotation such that, during every such perioa of 30 days, all 
samples are collected from the section, a or section b or section c. 

(b) Representative samples aforesaid shall be collected in a systematic manner 
irrespective of the clearing and treating operations but shall in no case be collected 
within 24 hours of cleaning and treating of any zone, section or part thereof. 

(c) If the representative sample of mine dust from any particular zone shown 
that the provisions of regulation 123(5) (b> have not been compiled with, immediate 
steps shall be taken to clean and treat whole of the zone so as to comply with th» 
provisions <?f regulation 123(5)(b). 

(5) In every travelling roadway, and In every airway other than those specified 
in sub regulation (2) ia) samples shall be taken m such a systematic manner and at 
such Interva’s (not exceeding three months) that a proper check is maintained on 
the efficiency of the treatment thereof in terms of regulation 123 (5) (b). 

(6) (a) Sampies of dust shall be collected from roof, sides., and floor, and shall 
comprise of dust collected to a depth not exceeding live millimetres on the roof 
and sides, and to a depth not exceeding 10 millimetres on the floor. 

(b) Where a zone is treated with incombustible dust, the samples shad be collect- 
ed by a method of ‘strip’, sampling, the strips being as near as possible of equal 
width of not less than 10 centimetres, and at uniform intervals not exceeding five 
metres. 

(c) Where a zone is treated with water the samples shall be collected by a 
method of “spot” sampling such that a spot-collection of dust is made for every 
metre of the length sampled, as nearly as possible at regularly spaced intervals 
a ‘°ng a zig zag path. 

(d) In collecting the samples aforesaid, the strips shall be extended into or spot 
collections made from any cross-galleries upto the air stoppings, If any. 

(e) Each sample shall be well-mixed and then reduced in bulk (by quartering) 
to a weight of not less than 30 grammes Each sample so reduced shall be packed 
m a moisture-proof container which shall be suitably labelled or marked. 

(7) The sampling operations aforesaid shall be carried out under the supervision 
of a competent person hoding a manager’s or overman’s certificate or degree or 
dlpioma In mining or mining engineering from a university or institution approved 
for the purpose of regulation 16. He shall be designated as the “Sampling incharg” 
and shal be dJiferent from dust Incharge appointed under regulation 123 A. No 
other duties shall be entrusted to this person except with the previous permission of 
the Regional Inspector. 

(i!i Within ‘-even days of taking of each sample, it shall be sent for analysis 
and the iesit t of such analysis, immediately on its receipt, shall be recorded in a 
bound-paged book kept for the purpose. Every entry In the book aforesaid shal] 
be signed and dated by the sampling incharge and ne countersigned and dated by 
the manager. 

Explanation : A place in a mine Is considered “Naturally wet throughout” If it 
is moist enough to keep the coal dust present, at any time, on the roof, sides and 
floor and other ohjerts at that p'ace so that it is always combined with not less than 
30 per cent by weight of Water in intimate mixure.” 

23. In regulation 12G of the said regulations: — 

(i) in sub-regulation (1) the existing entry shall be numbered as clause (a) 
thereof and for the last sentence in the clause so numbered,, the following sentence 
shall be substituted, namely: — 

“Whether such protection is adequate or not can be determined by the Chief 
Inspector whose decision shall be final.” 

(ii) after clause (a), the following clause shall be inserted, namely; — . 

"(b) Except with the permission of the Chief Inspector in writing and subject 
la such conditions as he may specify therein and subject to the provisions of clause 
(a), every entrance into a mine shall be so designed, constructed and maintained 
that its lowest point (which means the point at which a body of rising water on 
surface can enter the mine) shall be not less than 1.5 metres above the highest 
flood level at that point.” 
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(iii) alter sub-regulation (3), the following sub-regulations shall be inserted, 
namely : — 

"(4) All workings made under sub-regulation (2) shall be clearly demarcated be- 
low-ground, 

(5) (a) A competent person shall, once at least in every 14 days during the rjuny 
season and once at least in every 30 days during other periods of the year, examine 
every protective measure provided under sub-regulation (1), whether In use or 
not, for their stability. A report of every such examination shall be recorded In 
a bound paged book kept for the purpose, and shall be signed and dated by the 
person making the examination and countersigned by the manager. 

(b) The protective measure and workings aforesaid shall also be inspected, once 
at least in every quarter by the manager personally.'’ 

24. For sub-regulations (2) and (3) of regulation 130 of the said regulations, the 
following sub-regulations shall be substituted, namely: — 

“(2) For the purpose of securing adequate ventilation as aforesaid, the owner, 
.agent and manager shall ensure that: — 

(i) in every ventilating district, not less than six cubic meteres per minute 
of air per person employed in the district on the largest shjft or not 
than 2.5 cubic metres per minute of air per daily tonne output, which- 
ever is larger, passes along the last ventilation connection in the dis- 
trict which means the in bye-most gallery in the district along which (he 
air passes; 

(it) at every place in the mine where persons are required to work or pass, 
the air docs not contain less than 19 per cent of oxygen or more than 
0.5 per cent of carbon dioxide or any noxious gas in quantity likely to 
affect the health of any person; 

(iii) the percentage of inflammable gas does not exceed 0.75 in the general 

body of the return air of any ventilating district and 1.25 in any n'ace 
in the mine, 

(iv) the wet bulb temperature In any working place does not exceed 33.5 

degrees centigrade; and where the wet bulb temperature exceeds 30 5 
degrees centigrade arrangements are made to ventilate the cams with 
a current of air movng at a speed of not less lhan one metre per second; 
and 

(v) for ensuring compliance with the provisions of clauses (It), (lli) and (iv) 
of this sub-regulation, air samples and temperature readings shall be 
taken at least once in 30 days and the results shall be recorded in a 
bound paged book kept for the purpose ; 

Provided that where at any mine or part, special conditions exist which make 
compliance with any of the above provisions not necessary or reasonably not practi- 
cable the Chief Inspector, may by an order in writing and subject to such conddi- 
tions as he may specify therein, grant a relaxation frem the provisions. 

(3) In every mine, ventilation as specified In sub-regulation (2) shall be produced 
by a suitable mechanical ventilator: 

Provided that If in respect of any mine a suitable mechanical ventilator Is not 
immediately available th^Chief Inspector may by an c"'ler in writing and subject 
to such conditions as he mi ay specify therein grant a temporary exemption from 
the operation of this sub-regulation until such time as a suitable mechanical venti- 
lator can be obtained,” 

25. The existing regulation 138 of the said regulations shall be renumbered as 
sub-regulation (S') thereof and before the sub-regulation as so renumbered, the 
following sub-regulations shall be inserted, namely: — 

‘‘(lit Every mechanical ventilator on the surface shall be installed in a suitable 
fire-proof housing. 

(2) In the case of every fan (other than an auxiliary fan) Installed be’ow-grouncl 
the coal or olber carbonaceous material exposed in the f id. s. roof and floor shall 
be covered with masonry or other adeouate protection ncainst. Are, for a distance 
of not less than 5 metres in every direction from the fan ” 
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26, For regulation 139 of the said regulations, the following regulation shall 
be substituted, namely: — . 

“139, Ventilation plans to be brought up-to-date: — The manager shall ensure 
that, as soon as any alteration is made in the ventilation of a mine involving the 
erection or removal of an air-crossing or stopping or the alteration in the posi- 
tion of or installation of a ventilator or fan (other than an auxiliary fan) below- 
ground, the erection, removal, alteration or installation, as the case may be, is 
notified to the surveyor who shall forthwith make necessary alterations on the 
ventilation plan maintained under regulation 59,” 

27. In sub-regulation (5) of regulation 155 of the said regulation, after the 
words “Overman’s or Gas-testing” the words “or Lamp-checker’s” shall be 
inserted. 

28, In sub-regulation (4) of regulation 163' of the said regulations, for the 
words “No case or container’’ the words figures and letter ’’Except as otherwise 
provided for in regulation 164A, no case or container” shall be substituted. 

29. After regulation 164 of the said regulations, the following regulation shall 
be inserted, namely: — - 

"104A. — Transport of explosives in bulk: — Where explosives are transported 
in built for deep-hole blasting the provisions of this regulation shall apply, 

(1) Transport of explosives from the magazine to the priming station or the 
site of blasting shall not be done except in day light and in the original wooden 
or card board packing cases. The quantity of explosive transported at one time 
to the site of blasting shall not exceed the actual quantity required for use in 
one round of shots. The explosives shall be transported to the site of blasting 
not more than 30 minutes before the commencement of charging of the holes. 

(2) (a) No mechanically propelled vehicle shall be used for the transport of 
explosives unless it is of a type approved in writing by the Chief Inspector, pro- 
vided that a Jeep or Land Rover may be used for the transport of detonators 
from magazines to ‘priming stations’ subject to all the following conditions; — 

(i) not more than 200 detonators are transported in a vehicle at a time; 

(ii) the detonators are packed suitably in a wooden box; 

(iil) the wooden box containing detonators is placed inside an outer 
metal case of a construction approved by the Chief Inspector; 

(iv) the outer metal case shall be suitably bolted to the floor of the 

vehicle or otherwise fixed in a wooden frame so that the container 
is not displaced while the vehicle is in motion; and 

(v) no person shall ride on the rear portion of the vehicle, 

(b) Every vehicle used for the transport of explosives shall be marked or 
placarded, on both sides and ends, with the word 'EXPLOSIVES’ in red letters 
not less than 15 centimetres high on a white background. 

(c) Every mechanically propelled vehicle transporting explosives shall be 
provided with not less less than two fire extinguishers (one of Carbon Tetra Chlo- 
ride type for petroleum flro and the other of Carbon Dioxide under pressure type 
for electrical Are) suitably placed for immediate use. 

(3) (a) The vehicle used for the transport of explosives shall not be overload- 
ed, and in no case shall the explosive cases be piled higher than the sides of its 
body. 

(h) Explosives and detonators shall not be transported in the same vehicle. 

(4) (a) No person other than the driver and his helper (not below 18 years 
of age) shall ride on a mechanically propelled vehicle used for the transport 
of explosives. 

(b) A vehicle loaded with explosives shall not be left unattended. 

(c) The engine of n vehicle transporting explosives shall be stopped and the 
brakes sel securely before it is loaded/or unloaded or left standing. 

(d) A vehicle transporting explosives shall not be driven at a speed exceed- 
ing 25 Kilometres per hour. 
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fe) A vehicle loaded with explosives shall not be taken into garage or repair 
shop and shall not be parked in a congested place, 

(f) A vehicle transporting explosives shall not be refuelled except in emer- 
gencies even when its engine shall be stopped and other precautions taken to 
prevent accidents. 

(g) No trailer shall be attached to a vehicle transporting explosives, 

(5) (a) Every vehicle used for the transport of explosives shall be carefully 
inspected once in every 24 hours by a competent person, to ensure that: — - 

(i) fire extinguishers are filled and in place; 

(ii) the electric wiring as well insulated and firmly secured; 

(iii) the chasis, engine and body are clean and free from surplus oil and 
grease; 

(iv) the fuel tank and feed lines are not leaking; and 

(v) lights, brakes and steering mechanism are in good working order, 

(b) A report of every inspection made under sub-clause (a) shall be record- 
ed In a bound paged book kept for the purpose, and shall be signed and dated 
by the competent person making the inspection. 

(6) All operations connected with the transport of explosives shall be con- 
ducted under the personal supervision of an overman solely placed in charge of 
blasting operations at the mine. 

(7) The shotflrer shall personally seaeh every person engaged in the trans- 
port and use of explosives and shall satisfy himself that no person so engaged 
has in his possession any cigar, cigarette, ‘bin’ or other smoking material or 
any match or any other apparatus of any kind capable of producing a light, flame 
or spark.”
